The Indiana board of health has sent formal 
notification to the officials of eight cities and towns 
in the Calumet region to prepare sewage disposal 
works. At present these communities are pollut- 
ing Lake Michigan and making its water a disease 
carrier. After a further study, somewhat similar 
orders will be sent to the officials of four Indiana 
Cities which do not dump their sewage directly 
into the lake but into streams which flow into it. 

Chicago is thirty years ahead of its neighbors 
in preventing lake pollution. Despite all that In- 
Giana could do to prevent it, Chicago built the 
drainage canal to do what Whiting, Gary, Ham 
mond, Bast Chicago, and the rest afe only now 
undertaking to accomplish. Chicago is almost as 
far ahead in developing methods of sewage treat- 
ment.

RECORDS SHOW 


Kills More in Illinois 
than 7 Maladies. 


Automobile accidents have taken 
more lives in Illinois thus far in 1927 
than typhoid fever, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough, measles, smail- 
pox, and infantile paralysis combined, 
it was disclosed yesterday by statistics 
of the Illinois department of pubilc 
health. 

These seven diseases have killed 
1,620 persons this year while the toll 
of automobiles for the state is 1,647. 
The motor death rat. has increased 
263 per cent in the last eight years 
whereas the deaths from the diseases 
are on a decrease, according to the re- 
port. More.than half of the victims 
of automobile accidents were pedes-
